Soard battles finances and lunchroom problems

The Elba City School Board 
voted last Thursday evening to bor- 
row $75,000 to cover the anticipat- 
ed cash shortfall in this fiscal year. 
Superintendent Danny Weeks told 
board members they would try to 
make that amount last, but for them 
not to be surprised if he had to 
request additional borrowing to 
close the fiscal year. 

Another problem plaguing the 
board is the problem of students at 
school with no lunch money and 
parents who don’t repay the money 
afler the child is given credit. Last 
year over $3,000 was written off by 
the office for nonpayment (over 
$200 for one family). Weeks 
explained that state and federal reg 
ulations forbid use of lunch pro 
gram funds in this manner. There-

fore the school itself extends the 
credit, using monies earmarked for 
other uses in the schools. Many stu- 
dents qualify for free or reduced 
cost lunches, but this is students 
who don’t qualify. 

Two mothers were at the meeting 
complaining about several elemen- 
tary children being refused lunch 
because of outstanding charges 
they were assured that all children 
would go fed somehow, even it was 
not what other students were eating 
Weeks told of many teachers and 
administrators repeatedly giving 
children lunch and/or breakfast 
money 

A slush fun (or donation fund) 
was suggested and may be set in 
motion, but Weeks explained there 
are administrating problems with 
this also because they already have

County Engineer Randy Tindol 
said the reason Coffee County has 
no more bad bridges that it has is 
because the County Commissioners 
have recognized the need and 
worked to replace them whenever 
bridge funds were made available 
from tax sources or otherwise. Tin- 
dol said that after replacing the two 
bridges on Highway 308 the bal- 
ance will be used to resurface some 
county roads as selected by the 
County Commission. The county is 
repairing a bridge across Cripple 
Creek, one mile East of Kinstonwth 
local funds, 

listimates are that the funds 

uld be available to the county 
sometime next Spring, if the voters 
ipprove Amendment #1. Tindol 
said plans are already ready for bid 
letting as soon as the money is allo- 
cated. 

The governor said this $250 mil- 
lion dollar investment in Alabama’s 
county roads and bridges would be 
the largest investment of its kind for 
the state since Big Jim Folsom’s 
Farm to Market road project some 


50 years ago. The plan is part of 


Amendment #1 which will provide 
for a greater return on Alabama’s 
oil and gas royalty income and 
allow Alabama to invest inroads 
and bridges, rebuild the state’s agri- 
culture labs and revitalize the state 
port facility while promoting eco 
nomic growth and expansion. 

“Amendment One is the only 
way to fix these bridges without 
raising taxes,” Siegelman said. Cof- 
fee County road and bridge repair 
would receive $3,250,000 from 
Siegelman’s plan.

Recently, a stu- 
dent about to board one of these BIG YELLOW BUSES was forced to hit the ditch to ayoid being struck by a 
vehicle. According to authorities, the vehicle failed to heed to the blinking red lights and the STOP sign on the 
side of the bus, and there were even other cars stopped waiting for the students to board the bus when the one car 


decided to pass the STOPPED bus anyway. This is not a fictitious scenario - 


it really happened! The bus driver 


and other witnesses were able to get a description of the vehicle and a tag number. Once the vehicle was located, 
a stern warning was given to its owner (In order to obtain an arrest warrant, the person actually driving the vehi- 
cle has to be identified). Everyone should remember, those YELLOW SCHOOL BUSES are carrying precious 
cargo, and the warning devices on these buses should be heeded by ALL! When the yellow caution lights begin 
flashing on a school bus, it indicates that the bus is about to stop within the next 200 to 300 feet. Once the red 
lights begin flashing, ALL traffic in both lanes (all four lanes should it be a four-lane highway) should immediate- 
ly stop! Law enforcement officials warn that anyone failing to yield to stopped school buses will be dealt with to

That excitement was tempered a bit Tuesday 
morning when a call from Senator Shelby’s office cautioned us not to be 
over confident until the money was actually approved as there are 150 
authorized projects for the Corp of Engineers which have not been funded 
this year! Personally. we think that all those cards, letters, phone calls and 
‘-mails the people of Elba have been sending to Washington have had a 
positive impact on this project. In fact, it probably wouldn't hurt if they 
got a few hundred more within the next few days 


The Elba schools are in what appears to be a no win situation. Many pat 
‘nts don’t remember to send lunch money for their children to eat break 
fast and/or Junch, This is in addition to those students who qualify for the 
free lunches and reduced rate lunches funded by the federal government. It 
happens so often that the school runs a tab for the “forgetful” folks so that 
no child will go hungry. However, this is against the federal regulations 
und the schools have recently been cited for this illegal action. In extreme 
situations, the feds could cut off ALL federal funding to the Elba lunch 
program for such violations! Not because of the nickels and dimes 
involved, but the hundreds:of dollars in past due debts some parents have 
1ccumulated over $3,000 unpaid last year in the elementary schoo! 
‘lone with individual bills amounting to $101.00, $150.00 and at least one 
over $200.00. Now the lunchroom can’t write that donation off, or even 
legally charge it, and all their monies are kept in separate accounts to 
please the feds who furnish many thousands of dollars to the school lunch 
program. Thus, the school office feeds the unfed from funds that are sup- 
posed to buy books, furnish paper towels in the bathrooms, etc. and that 
means that either school books, paper towels or something else goes lack- 
ing in these days of very limited school funds. Last week, the school com 
puters cut off some of the overdue accounts and this caused more concerns 
4S no one wants to see a child unfed. When our children were in school 
and forgot their lunch money, we got a phone call and made a special trip 
to the schoolhouse to ensure they had the money to be properly fed. Some 
working folks can’t leave their job for that purpose, but they could at least 
send the money the next morning or next week. Our opinion of folks who 
abuse the system like this is not suitable for printing in a family newspa 
per and would be considered unchristian in most Elba churches if spoken 
out loud, We will work on our feelings but urge parents to work on feed 
ing their own children even if it means giving up $1.25 worth of ciga 
rettes a day (or a can of beer)! Meanwhile the school staff should work 
harder at collecting the overdue accounts up to the point of going to court 
with the deadbeats who absolutely refuse to pay. Odds are that this “don’t 
care” attitude would probably also impact heavily on some borderline 
child custody cases once it becomes public record in small claims court

Dear Editor: 

For two days, Tuesday and 
Wednesday, September 12th and 
13th, I attended an informative 
seminar hosted by Senator Wendell 
Mitchell, Dean of the Jones School 
of Law. This seminar was an Alter- 
native Dispute Resolution Confer 
ence that explained the differences 
between mediation and arbitration 
On both days, Alabama Consumers 
who have had bad experiences with 
arbitration in consumer contracts 
were given an opportunity to speak. 
This seminar was free and open to 
the public. 

Cumberland School of Law Pro- 
fessor Stephen Ware and Jones’ 
Alternative Dispute Resolution 
Director Ken Dunham lectured the 
attendees on mediation and arbitra- 
tion. State Senators Larry Dixon, 
Charles Langford and George 
Callahan attended the conference to 
learn about mediation and arbitra- 
tion and to interact with concerned 
citizens. What is bothersome to me 
is the fact that the media chose not 
to cover this event and they knew 
that it was scheduled. 

Today in Alabama, when you 
purchase or lease a vehicle, pur- 
chase life or health insurance, pur- 
chase a manufactured home, pur- 
chase a brick home, start a new job, 
open a checking or savings account, 
borrow money from a large bank or 
“secondary” lending company, get a 
credit card, get a cellular phone or 
pager, use a check cashing store, 
catalog store, or title pawnshop, 
you are required to sign a contract 
that contains an arbitration agree- 
ment. Basically, almost all con- 
sumer contracts for the routine 
purchase of goods and services 
contain an arbitration agreement. 
As you can see, no one in our state 
is immune from the disadvantages 
of arbitration. 

Personally, | am insulted that big 
business thinks so little of me that 
they would require me to sign away 
one of my constitutional rights — 
“the right to a trial by jury.” This is 
a fundamental right, guaranteed by 
the 7th Amendment, and all con- 
sumers are being denied this right 
by the inclusion of arbitration 
clauses in nearly every consumer 
transaction. Consumers are not 
allowed to strike through the arbi- 
tration clause. 

Arbitration in consumer contracts 
“closes the doors of the courthouse 
to consumers.” Consumers are not 
being given the choice to enter into 
contracts with or without arbitra 
tion. This fact needs to be reported. 
Thank you Senator Mitchell for 
hosting this informative seminar, 
Please do so again. [t is needed.

It 
also saddens me that they put this 
responsibility upon the teachers. | 
feel it is the principal or office per- 
sonnel who should have’ to tell 
these kids they can’t eat. | know a 
lot of times teachers and office per- 
sonnel have paid for these kids to 
eat and that is not their responsibili- 
Ly. 

School, it is your responsibility to 
recover this money, but this is not 
the way. Do not punish the child for 
this mistake.

Parents, it is your responsibility 
to pay your child’s lunch account. | 
suggest to anyone who pays their 
children’s lunch account every two 
weeks, go get a print out of the 
lunch account to make sure the 
amount is right. | know several par- 
ents who pay and they get negative 
slips sent home.

If you 
think you are eligible for free or 
reduced lunch, go to your local 
school and fill out the appropriate 
forms, Don’t let your child be 
humiliated or hungry, for this there 
is no excuse!!! If your child is not 
eligible for free or reduced lunch, 
or you cannot afford regular lunch 
fees, pack your child a lunch. 

At a recent school board meeting, 
many recommendations were made 
in reference to solving this dilem- 
ma. A slush fund was suggested, as 
was taking parents to small claims 
court. There are some accounts in 
the school system that exceed $200 
or more, It only stands to reason 
that these accounts have not been 
adjusted in over a year. Apparently, 
there is a problem where these 
accounts are concerned. 

The school system in which your 

child attends should always be 
available for help in resolving any 
negative balance in which your 
child’s account may have. If for any 
reason, you cannot get help from 
your local school, contact the 
superintendent or local school 
board, There is a solution to these 
kinds of problems in our school 
systems. It will take parents, grand- 
parents, PTO and anyone who loves 
a child to make sure things like this 
never happen again. Everyone get 
involved. Remember, charity starts 
at home. Pray for our children, love 
our children and feed our children.

This year a child who is 
less than one year of age may be 
enrolled at a cost of approximately 
$89.00 per month on the extended 
plan or 5194.00 per month to be 
paid out over 60 months. Additional 
plans are available for lump sum 
payments and payments beginning 
as late as a child enrolled in the 
ninth grade 

Although PACT does not prevent 
a parent from worrying over the 
health of their newborn, or ease the 
nights waiting for a teenager to 
come home, it does provide a 
solace - your child will be able to 
have the opportunity to fulfill their 
dreams and go to college. 

As a parent of two elementary 
age children, as a graduate of one 
of our State’s public universities 
and as a proud participant in PACT 
I encourage you to investigate for 
yourself the benefits of this oppor-

September is the only month for 
enrollment.

STATE OFFERS $500,000 FOR COUNTY'S HEALTH FACILITY 


County’s FY 2000-2001 budget nears $12 million

The Cotfee County Commis 
sions bi-monthly meeting was 
rather lengthy Monday due to the 
opening of annual bids 
adopted 


They also 
a balanced budget ol 
almost S118 million for the fiscal 
year 2000-200] 

There was little discussion among 
the commissioners concerning the 
budget before it was voted on, 
mainly due to the fact that they 
have been holding budget hearings 
during the past few weeks 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley gave an abbreviated break 
down of the budget consisting of 
the following “main items”: general 
fund ~ $4.075,016.00; landfill fund 
$2,921,600.00; 7¢ gasoline fund 
$2,108, 100.00; 3R gasoline fund 
$1,217,000.00; public highway & 
trattic tund - $297,020; public 
buildings, road & bridge fund 
$727,873.00; and reappraisal fund 
$432,640.00 

The Jone vote against approval of 
the budget was cast by Commis- 
sioner Doug Dalrymple 

“In my opinion, we were not fair 
with the workers on the raises we 
passed oul,” he said. “And, if we 
keep robbing the road and bridge 
funds three and four thousand dol- 
lars a year, we're still going to have 
bridges that the governor can stick 
his hand through the piling, and still 
have dirt roads. I’m opposed to this 
budget.” 

Commissioner Bernest Brooks 


also voiced his concerns that the 
employees’ salaries were not suffi 
cient enough to hold experienced 
employees. “We're not paying these 
persons a good living salary, ” he 
said 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
commented that the annual salary 
increase amounted to a two step pas 
approximately 5 percent 

he Peoples Bank was designated 
us the county's depository, Their 
proposal was to pay the county 6.15 
percent interest on deposits and the 
loan rate (guaranteed for the whole 
year) was set at 5.75 percent 


raise - 


Phere was several minutes of dis 
cussion before the motion, made by 
Stephens and seconded by Commis 
sioner Linda Westbrook, was voted 
on and passed in a 4-2-1 vote. Vot 
ing for the motion were: Commis 
sioners Stephens, Westbrook, Len 
Averett and Kayo Lewis; Commis 
sioners Dalrymple and Tom Grims 
ley both opposed the motion; and 
Commissioner Brooks abstained, 
An attempt by Commissioner 
Brooks to get the matter tabled 
failed. There seemed to be concern 
about the length of time the banks 
had to submit their proposals. 

As a result of the discussion con 
cerning the designation of the 
depository, it was approved by the 
commission by a unanimous vote to 
send all banks the invitation to sub 
mit proposals next year in July, thus 
giving them almost three months to 
prepare their respective proposals. 

In another monetary matter, the 


commission voted unanimously to 
accept the state's offer to Pure hase 
the health department building for 
$500,000.00, This is the balance of 
the amount owed on the facility 
Originally, a bond issue in the 
amount of ST million was issued to 
construct the facility, The state has 
been paying the county monthly for 
the use of the facility on an annual 
basis which, over the years, comes

to about $500,000 that they have 
paid thus far 

Mobley noted that a possibility 
exists that the state will be cutting 
back in the near future and they 
could close this facility if they did 
not own it, The building will be 
sold to the state as is and the com 
mission would no longer be respon 
sible for its 
upkeep

“T feel like this is a win-win situa 
tion for the county,” said Commis 
sion Chairman Lewis 

The commission also voted to 
place the $500,000 in a special 
account, and to use the interest gen 
crated in retiring debts

County to hold Breast Cancer Forum

As the temperatures begin to cool 
and the days seem shorter, it can 
only mean one thing...October is 
nearing 

Many look forward to the month 
of October because it brings cooler 
temperatures, the leaves on trees 
turn colors for Autumn and Hal- 
loween is celebrated. However, the 
month has also become associated 
with a more serious issue that 
affects many Americans daily, 

October is National Breast Can- 
cer Awareness month 

Studies show that breast cancer is 
the most common cancer among 
American women, and it is the sec 
ond leading cancer-related death 
among women in the United States. 
rherefore, many organizations, 
medical professionals and interest- 
ed parties are working to help edu- 
cate women of this horrific illness. 

On Tuesday, Oct. 3, a step will be 
taken to educate women about 
breast cancer when the Coffee 
County Breast Cancer Forum is 
held at Enterprise State Junior Col- 
lege’s Multi-Purpose Room, 

Phe purpose of the forum is to 
equip women with the information 
they would need if they were diag 
nosed with breast cancer and to 
update them on things that can be 
done to prevent and detect breast 
disease early, according to Lucille 
Latham, committee member of the 
Cotfee County Breast Cancer 
Forum 

Jan Prescott, a breast cancer sur- 
vivor from Jack, Ala., said she 
believes this forum will be a step in 
the right direction to help educate 
women about this disease, 

“Early detection is so important,” 
said Prescott, “Lt could keep many 
women from having to go through 
as much as | did,” 

Prescott was diagnosed with 
breast cancer in Oct, of 1998 when 
she went to her doctor for a yearly 
checkup, She said she had noticed 
some swelling under her arm even 
though she could not feel a lump 

“LT thought it might be a strain 
from lifting kids,” she said. “That 
Was just part of not knowing the 
detection signs.” 

Presecou and her husband had just 
built a daycare center in the Jack 
area before she was diagnosed 
Preparing for the opening of the 
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above with many of the children from the daycare she owns and Operates 
in the Jack community, Prescott said the people of the area and the chil 
dren from the daycare were a big part of her recovery and defeat of breast 


cancer, 


center is why she decided to go 
ahead with her yearly doctor’s visit 
before she got too busy. 

It turned out to be a much needed 
doctor's visit as she had surgery for 
breast cancer within a week of her 
check-up and then underwent eight 
treatments of chemotherapy and 33 
treatments of radiation, 

“T was lucky in that | only had to 
have a lumpectomy,” said Prescott 

A lumpectomy is when only the 
lump has to be removed instead of 
the whole breast. 

“Often times, we questioned why 
we built the daycare,” she said 
“Bul, everyone was so wonderful 
during my recovery. I believe that 
having the daycare actually made 
me fight more to get well,” 

She said she even continued to 
work at the daycare when the doc- 
tors thought it might not be good 
for her health in that she would be 
more susceptible to illness while 
she was undergoing the chemo 
treatments 

“I feel like I dou’t have cancer 
anymore,” Prescott said, “I believe 
God had already healed me before 
the treatments were finished,” 

She said she continues to go for 
check-ups every four months, and 
she got a good report when she 
went to the doctor earlier this 
month 

“The best advice | could give 
women is to go have your mammo 
gram even if you don’t have the 


money,” she said. “There are pro 
grams that allow every woman to 
have a mammogram regardless of 
the financial ability.” 

She said it is horrible when you 
hear the “C” word, but the medical 
industry is so much more advanced 
now than it was 10 years ago. Early 
detection is the key in improving 
the statistics 

Studies show that breast cancer is 
97 percent curable when detected 
and treated in its localized stage 
Therefore, the number of deaths

County residents urged to pay 
garbage fees on or before Oct. 1

In Monday's meeting of the Cof- 
fee County Commission, rural resi- 
dents were urged (to pay their 
garbage collection fees promptly or 
legal action will be taken, 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley noted that notification had 
been sent to ALL residents present- 
ly receiving the service and 
instructed to make their payment to 
the Coffee County Commission in 
lieu of Mark Dunning Industries, 

Mark Dunning Industries will 
conunue picking up the garbage but 
the collection of fees is now the 
responsibility of the county, The 
payment can be mailed to the Com. 
mission office or taken in person to 
a newly established office for this 
purpose which is the old driver's 
license office located in the County 
Complex in New Brockton. There 
are three options of payment: $60 
for sid months, $31.50 quarterly, or 
$11 monthly, The fees MUST be 
paid in advance 

rhe commissioners looked at 
three options of how to deal with 
residents failing to pay their 
gurbage fees and settled on the fol 


lowing: any resident not paying 
their fee by the 10th of the month 
(they are due on the Ist of each 
month) will be turned over to the 
small claims court for collection, 
This policy goes into effect on 
October Ist 

The other options considered 
Were as follows: any account not 
paid by the end of the month for 
services being provided would be 
suspended until all outstanding 
charges und fees were paid in full; 
and the other was, any account not 
paid by the end of the month for 
services provided would have their ’ 
service terminated and their con- 
tainers picked up. Reinstatement 
services Would be required and out- 
standing charges of $25 to include 
the reinstatement fee, 

Mobley reported that as of Sep 
tember 20, approximately 2,000 
residents had paid their fees to the 
commission office. At the present 
time, there are about 6,100 cus- 
tomers Signed up to receive the ser- 
Vice, This means that only one- 
third of the customers have paid 
their bill and October | is fast 
approaching
